NECESSARY, BUT BITTER, PILL 
The Food and Drug Administration’s proposed ban on 
saccharin in food and beverages has been greeted rather 
sourly here and there. The FDA’s action and a broader 
ban proposed in Canada were prompted by a Canadian 
study that linked the no-calorie sweetener to bladder 
cancer in laboratory rats. 
The findings hhve been ridiculed because the rats were 
fed such large amounts of saccharin that a human being, 
to ingest a comparable dose, might have to drink 800 diet 
colas a day, or chew 6700 sticks of Blammo gum daily, or 
consume 1,500,000 packages of SWeet ’n Low a year. Such 
outlandish figures are supposed to show that any risks 
are so minute, even for saccharin junkies, that the ban is 
unwarranted. Moreover, it is argued that barring sac­ 
charin will complicate diet control for diabetics and 
could lead many people to increase their consumption of 
sugar, with many adverse effects on health. 
It may well be that the average weight-watcher is not 
too likely to contact cancer from using saccharin. 
However, the doses used in the Canadian study are well 
within the range that cautious toxicologists like to test 
before deciding whether a substance is safe. Moreover, 
“likelihood” is not the proper standard to apply. Under 
the Delaney amendment, the FDA is required to act 
against any substance shown to cause cancer in humans 
or animals, no matter how remote the risks may seem. 
There is good reason for the uncompromising language 
of that law. Defining acceptable risks to public health is a 
devilish job even if all the evidence is in. The effects of 
repeated exposure to carcinogens, especially in small 
quantities, may not show up for 20 years or more. 
The weighing of risks does become rather different for 
diabetics and others for whom strict diet or weight 
control is a daily medical imperative. Those cases can be 
handled by keeping saccharin available as a prescription 
drug, which the FDA could do. The sweetest note in the 
whole situation, though, is that many of the food and 
beverage manufacturers are now pressing ahead with 
their usual ingenuity to develop substitute sweeteners, 
much as they did when cyclamates were banned. We only 
hope the new concoctions will be thoroughly tested before 
they are marketed — not afterward. Meanwhile, it won’t 
be tragic if there is a little less no-calorie sweet stuff in 
the marketplace. There is, after all, another substitute 
for sugar. It is called self-discipline, and it is generally 
considered very safe.

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The Letelier Murder Case

WASHINGTON — The 
man behind the murder of 
Chilean exile leader Or­ 
lando Letelier, as federal 
investigators have pieced 
together the mystery, is 
probably Chile’s shadowy 
secret police chief, Manuel 
Contreras Sepulveda. 
In <me of the most com­ 
plicated 
investigations 
since 
Watergate, 
FBI 
sleuths have traced the 
man who ordered the kill­ 
ing to Contreras’ office in 
Santiago, Chile. They are 
not yet certain, however, 
whether Contreras himself 
gave the order or whether 
it came from a top aide. 
Most federal sources be­ 
lieve the murder could not 
have been carried out with­ 
out 
Contreras’ 
direct 
approval. In fact, some 
Justice Dept, sources spec­ 
ulate that Chilean Presi­ 
dent Augusto Pinochet 
himself personally sug­ 
gested the assassination. 
No one working on the 
case will comment direct­ 
ly. But we have learned 
that the FBI has stepped 
.

near future, complete with 
the names of the actual 
fprint 
Letelier was killed by a 
bomb, which was attached 
beneath his Chevrolet. The 
bomb exploded last Sep­ 
tember 21 as he was driv­ 
ing down Washington’s 
tranquil Embassy Row 
with two American col­ 
leagues, Mike and Ronnie 
Moffitt. 
The blast killed Letelier 
and Mrs. Moffitt but mira- 
* 


culously spared her hus­ 
band. Afterward, an an­ 
guished 
Mike 
Moffitt 
begged us to investigate 
the bombing. We have kept 
in close touch, therefore, 
with the federal investiga­ 
tion. 
Within a few weeks, we 
were able to identify 
Chile’s notorious secret 
police, known by the dread 
initials DINA, as the prob­ 
able culprits. Now we can 
describe the murder (dot. 
We are told that Pino­ 
chet expressed his dis­ 
pleasure with Letelier to 
the DINA chief. We have 
reason to believe that Con­ 
treras, in response to the 
Chilean president’s wish­ 
es, dispatched a DINA offi­ 
cer to the United States to 
meet with two leaders of 
Brigade 2506, an organisa­ 
tion of Bay of Pigs veter- 


Some members of the 
brigade, trained in vio­ 
lence by the CIA, allegedly 
have become right-wing 
terrorists. The DINA agent 
was put in touch with 
them, according to our 
sources, by a Chilean dip­ 
lomat in the United States, 
who secretly works for 
DINA. 
We reached the diplomat 
who reportedly has been 
interrogated 
by 
U.S. 
authorities. At first, he told 
us through an interpretor 
that the affair was his 
•private problem.* Then 
he refused to comment; 
then his aide told us the 
charge was "ridiculous.* 
Investigators tell us, 
however, the two brigade 
leaders contacted among 


others a Cuban demolitions 
expert, Guillermo Novo, in 
New Jersey. At the time, 
he was on probation after 
conviction for illegal use of 
explosives. He violated his 
probation and is now a 
fugitive. 
The assassination plot 
was 
worked 
out, 
our 
sources say, at a secret 
rendezvous near Bonao in 
the Dominican Republic. It 
was decided that a special 
shaped plastic chairge Was 
needed for the bombing. 
The explosive was avail­ 
able on the streets of 
Miami, and the bomb ma­ 
terials were bought and 
fashioned in the United 
States, 
most 
sources 
believe. 
However, one source told 
us the bomb was actually 
constructed in Chile. 
It was later delivered to 
the Miami area by a Chi­ 
lean military official car­ 
rying 
a 
diplomatic 
passport and flying in a 
military 
airplane, 
the 
source said. The device 
was transmitted to a mem­ 
ber of Brigade 2506, we are 
told. He then carried it to 
New Jersey where the as­ 
sassination team was wait­ 
ing for it. They used the 
bomb, according to our 
sources, to kill Letelier. 
The Justice Dept, had no 
formal comment on the 
case. We have learned that 
prosecutors, however, are 
trying to figure how to get 
testimony from Chileans 
with diplomatic immunity 
and how to extradite poten­ 
tial defendants from Chile. 
Footnote: The Chilean 
government has repeat­ 
edly denied any involve­ 
ment with the assassina­ 
tion. Spokesmen for Bri­ 
gade 2566 also have sworn 
that their members had 
nothing to do with murder­ 
ing Letelier. Incidentally, 
Chile has announced the 
dissolution of DINA. But 
our sources say its duties 
simply have been taken 
over by other organisa­ 
tions.

LIGHTS AT THE END 
OF THE 
PIPELINE? 
Alsakan oil has begun flowing 
through what could he the 
largest 
electrical 
conductor 
ever constructed. Researchers 
at the University of Alaska’s 
Geophysical Institute theorize 
that the aurora borealis — the 
colorful fireworks known as 
the northern lights — could turn 
the 800-mile pipeline from the 
Prudhoe Bay oU field to the port 
of Valdez into one long con­ 
ductor. 
Interactino of the charged air 
with the magnetic field of the 
earth could induce surges of up 
to 1000 amperes of electric 
current in the metal pipe, the 
scientists 
point 
out. 
The 
discharge of his much elec­ 
tricity from the pipe to the 
bround 
would 
free 
iron 
molecules and hasten corrosion 
of the steel pipeline. To prevent 
this, cables carrying both a 
positive and a negative elec­ 
trical charge have been at­ 
tached at points where the pipe 
dips into the ground. Until now, 
problems caused by the elec­ 
trical displays at the earth’s 
poles have been limited chiefly 
to compass error and radio 
interferenece. 
The aurora borealis most 
often is visible within a 300-mile- 
wide belt that rings the 
magnetic North Pole sweeping 
south of Greenland and across 


northarn Norway, Alaska and 
Canada. 
Its southern coun­ 
terpart, 
aurora 
australis, 
normally confines its activity to 
Antarctica and the surrounding 
oceans. When auroral displays 
shift 
occasionally 
to 
other 
latitudes, startled citizens are 
likely to flood police swit­ 
chboards with anxious calls. 
Scientists have found the play 
of lights intensifies during sun­ 
spot activity. As the sun 
revolves on its axis, it throws off 
streams of electrified particles 
that sweep millions of miles into 
space. When these streams 
shower the earth’s atmosphere, 
the particles — traveling at 
speeds estimated at 400 to 600 
miles a second — are drawn 
toward the magnetic poles. 
The collision of these high- 
energy electrons and protons 
with atoms of ratified afar in the 
upper atmosphere creates the 
colorful auroras. Molecules of 
nitrogen and hydrogen emit 
violet, blue or rad hues, while 
oxygen produces green and rad. 
Telescopes, rockets, jet planes 
and satellite have been used to 
probe these airborne ribbons of 
color. Now geophysicists think 
the trans-Alaska pipeline may 
become an instrument reflec­ 
ting the voltage of the aurora 
borealis.

recent study out of Washington 
has the potential of saving the 
country billions of dollars which 
otherwise might be misspent on 
water pollution control efforts 
that would result in no discer­ 
nible improvement in the 
quality of our waterways. 
More important, if the dollars

in 
productive 
manufacturing 
capacity, 
thousands 
of 
meaningful new jobs would be 
created to help ease the current 
high rate of unemployment. 
The study came about as the 
result of the 1972 water quality 
bill, which set very ambitious 
goals . 
Some members of 
Congress were concerned about 
whether these goals could be 
met, how they might be met, and 
what effect they might have on 
the 
environment 
and 
the 
economy. They also wanted a 
mechanism 
to 
bring 
new 
scientific 
and 
engineering 
knowledge into the regulatory 
effort. 
Because of these concerns, 
Congress 
established 
the 
National Water Quality Com­ 
mission, with five members 
from each house of the Congress 
and five public members ap­ 
pointed by the President. Its job 
was to monitor the country's 
progress in water cleanup in 
light of all the latest knowledge. 
Among 
other 
things, 
the 
commission 
found 
that 
requirements and goals set for 
1977 will bring clean water to 
many areas when those goals 
are achieved. That is, most of 
our rivers and streams will be 
fishable and swimmable once 
the goals set for 1977 have been 
met. 
But then the commission went 
on to say that the more am­ 
bitious 
and 
more 
costly 
requirements scheduled for 1963 
are not justified as a general 
rule. 
Billions of investment 
dollars could be saved without 
lowering the quality of the water 
if those 1983 standards were to 
be postponed until scientists and 
engineers can determine where 
the stringent standards might be 
needed on a selective basis. 
These findings and recom­ 
mendations - shared by the 
National Academy of Sciences 
make a good case for the policy 
which I have called ‘ ‘zero-based 
regulatory review.” 
The 
idea 
is sim ilar to 
President Carter’s “zero-based 
budgeting,” in which spending 
programs are reviewed from 
scratch every year to make 
certain they are still needed. 
Applying that principle to 
regulatory review would give us 
a means of determining whether 
all of our very expensive en­ 
vironmental 
and 
health 
regulations 
should 
stand 
precisely the way they were 
enacted years ago. We could be 
assured that we are working on 
the right problem, using the 
latest knowledge, and are not 
causing unforeseen aide effects 
that degreade the quality of life. 
Is there enough evidence to 
justify zero-based regulatory 
review? 
The water quality 
findings seem to indicate there 
is. 
Our experience at the Du Pont 
C^pipany also supports this 


need. We have projected that Du 
Pont will have to spend about $3 
billion by 1965 in capital in­ 
vestment 
to 
satisfy 
the 
requirements 
of just 
three 
existing or anticipated water, 
air 
and 
noise 
laws 
or 
regulations. 


In addition, these investments 
would eventually involve ad­ 
ditional operating costs of about 
$1 billion each year. 


We’d have no complaint if 
that $3 billion would actually 
buy the public benefits it is 
supposed to. But our study 
shows that about 75 per cent of 
that $3 billion will, in effect, be 
wasted because it either will buy 
only marginal improvements 
beyond the goals our govern­ 
ment has set, require spending 
money before science has been 
able to measure some of the 
problems with any reasonable 
certainty, or it will require 
spending money for specific new 
noise 
controls even though 
otter, less expensive means to 
achieve the goals already exist. 
Let me give just one example. 
The 1972 water quality law 
specifies that by 1977 industries 
should 
be 
utilizing “ best 
practical” technology to treat 
their discharge. In many areas, 
that will be sirfficient to make 
the water fishable and swim­ 
mable, 
the 
national 
water 
quality goals. Unfortunately, the 
law also calls for the addition of 
“best available" technology by 
1983 - everywhere, even on 
waterways 
where 
the 
1977 
measures have achieved the 
basic goal 
of fishable and 
swimmable waters. 
The obvious question is, why 
go further after the goals are 
met? This would cost Du Pont 
$650 million. 
What it all boils down to is that 
unless there are changes in the 
areas of air, water and noise 
pollution, Du Pont will ha ve to 
spend more than two and a 
quarter 
billion 
dollars 
for 
projects that will produce no 
discernible public benefits. With 
that kind of money, we could 
build 19 new industrial plants 
which would provide some 18,000 
new jobs. Thousands of new jobs 
also would be created in 
downstream 
customer 
in­ 
dustries. 
The same amount of en­ 
vironmental investment, on the 
other hand, would provide only 
about half as many jobs. 
I am not attempting to in­ 
terfere with or set back the 
environmental movement by 
proposing zero-based regulatory 
review. Far from it. I believe 
that a responsible approach to 
ensuring that we - the public - 
get our money’s worth from our 
investment dollars will help 
advance 
the 
environmental 
movement. 
Businessmen find themselves 
looking at many demands on the 
limited number of dollars at 
their disposal and trying to 
make judgments as to the beef 
places to put those dollars. 
Anything which tends to in­ 
crease demands for investment 
dollars creates an almost 
automatic resistance from the 
business 
community. 
This 
resistance, in turn, tends to 
increase 
the 
adversary 
government 
business 
relationship - at least where 
m atters o f ' regulation are 
concerned. 
I believe institution of an 
effective periodic zero-based 
regulatory review process in 
which business could participate 
(one of the 18 members of the 
water commission was from 
buainaas) would halp roducs 
that adversary relationship and, 
mors important, assist In 
achieving the goals of these 
regulations with leas waste.

NECESSARY, BUT BITTER, PILL 
The Food and Drug Administration’s proposed ban on 
saccharin in food and beverages has been greeted rather 
sourly here and there. The FDA’s action and a broader 
ban proposed in Canada were prompted by a Canadian 
study that linked the no-calorie sweetener to bladder 
cancer in laboratory rats. 
The findings have been ridiculed because the rats were 
fed such large amounts of saccharin that a human being, 
to ingest a comparable dose, might have to drink 800 diet 
colas a day. or chew 6700 sticks of Blammo gum daily, or 
consume 1,500,000 packages of Sweet ’n Low a year. Such 
outlandish figures are supposed to show that any risks 
are so minute, even for saccharin junkies, that the ban is 
unwarranted. Moreover, it is argued that barring sac­ 
charin will complicate diet control for diabetics and 
could lead many people to increase their consumption of 
sugar, with many adverse effects on health. 
It may well be that the average weight-watcher is not 
too likely to contract cancer from using saccharin. 
However, the doses used in the Canadian study are well 
within the range that cautious toxicologists like to test 
before deciding whether a substance is safe. Moreover, 
“likelihood” is not the proper standard to apply. Under 
the Delaney amendment, the FDA is required to act 
against any substance shown to cause cancer in humans 
or animals, no matter how remote the risks may seem. 
There is good reason for the uncompromising language 
of that law. Defining acceptable risks to public health is a 
devilish job even if all the evidence is in. The effects of 
repeated exposure to carcinogens, especially in small 
quantities, may not show up for 20 years or more. 
The weighing of risks does become rather different for 
diabetics and others for whom strict diet or weight 
control is a daily medical imperative. Those cases can be 
handled by keeping saccharin available as a prescription 
drug, which the FDA could do. The sweetest note in the 
whole situation, though, is that many of the food and 
beverage manufacturers are now pressing ahead with 
their usual ingenuity to develop substitute sweeteners, 
much as they did when cyclam ates were banned. We only 
hope the new concoctions will be thoroughly tested before 
they are marketed — not afterward. Meanwhile, it won’t 
be tragic if there is a little less no-calorie sweet stuff in 
the marketplace. There is, after all, another substitute 
for sugar. It is called self-discipline, and it is generally 
considered very safe.

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The Letelier Murder Case

WASHINGTON - The 
man behind the murder of 
Chilean exile leader Or­ 
lando Letelier, as federal 
investigators have pieced 
together the mystery, is 
probably Chile’s shadowy 
secret police chief, Manuel 
Contreras Sepulveda. 
In one of the most com­ 
plicated 
investigations 
since 
Watergate, 
FBI 
sleuths have traced the 
man who ordered the kill­ 
ing to Contreras’ office in 
Santiago, Chile. They are 
not yet certain, however, 
whether Contreras himself 
gave the order or whether 
it came from a top aide. 
Most federal sources be­ 
lieve the murder could not 
have been carried out with­ 
out 
Contreras’ 
direct 
approval 
In fact, some 
Justice Dept sources spec­ 
ulate that Chilean Presi­ 
dent 
Aug us to 
Pinochet 
himself 
personally 
sug­ 
gested the assassination. 
No one working on the 
case will comment direct­ 
ly. But we have learned 
that the FBI has stepped 
.

near future, complete with 
the names of the actual 
assassins. 
letelier was killed by a 
bomb, which was attached 
beneath his Chevrolet. The 
bomb exploded last Sep­ 
tember 21 as he was driv­ 
ing 
down 
Washington's 
tranquil 
Embassy 
Row 
with two American col­ 
leagues, Mike and Ronnie 
Moffitt 
The blast killed Letelier 
and Mrs. Moffitt but mira- 
* 


culously spared her hus­ 
band. Afterward, an an­ 
guished 
Mike 
Moffitt 
begged us to investigate 
the bombing. We have kept 
in close touch, therefore, 
with the federal investiga­ 
tion. 
Within a few weeks, we 
were 
able 
to 
identify 
Chile’s 
notorious 
secret 
police, known by the dread 
initials DINA, as the prob­ 
able culprits. Now we can 
describe the murder plot. 
We are told that Pino­ 
chet expressed his dis­ 
pleasure with Letelier to 
the DINA chief. We have 
reason to believe that Con­ 
treras, in response to the 
Chilean president's wish­ 
es, dispatched a DINA offi­ 
cer to the United States to 
meet with two leaders of 
Brigade 2506, an organixa 
tion of Bay of Pigs veter 
ana. 
Some members of the 
brigade, trained in vio­ 
lence by the CIA, allegedly 
have become right-wing 
terrorists. The DINA agent 
was put in touch with 
them, according to our 
sources, by a Chilean dip­ 
lomat in the United States, 
who secretly works for 
DINA 
We reached the diplomat 
who reportedly has been 
interrogated 
by 
U.S. 
authorities. At first, he told 
us through an interpreter 
that the affair was his

he refused to comment;

LIGHTS AT THE END 
OF THE 
PIPELINE? 
Alaskan oil has begun flowing 
through 
what could be the 
largest 
electrical 
conductor 
ever constructed. Researchers 
at the University of Alaska’s 
Geophysical Institute theorize 
that the aurora borealis — the 
colorful fireworks known as 
the northern lights — could turn 
the 800-mile pipeline from the 
Prudhoe Bay oil field to the port 
of Valdez into one long con­ 
ductor. 
Interactino of the charged air 
with the magnetic field of the 
earth could induce surges of up 
to 1000 amperes of electric 
current in the metal pipe, the 
scientists 
point 
out. 
The 
discharge of his much elec­ 
tricity from the pipe to the 
bround 
would 
free 
iron 
molecules and hasten corrosion 
of the steel pipeline. To prevent 
this, cables carrying both a 
positive and a negative elec­ 
trical charge have been at­ 
tached at points where the pipe 
dips into the ground. Until now, 
problems caused by the elec­ 
trical displays at the earth’s 
poles have been limited chiefly 
to compass error and radio 
interferenece. 
The aurora borealis most 
often is visible within a 300-mile- 
wide 
belt 
that 
rings 
the 
magnetic North Pole sweeping 
south of Greenland and across 


northern Norway, Alaska aqd 
Canada. 
Its 
southern coun­ 
terpart, 
aurora 
australis, 
normally confines its activity to 
Antarctica and the surrounding 
oceans. When auroral displays 
shift 
occasionally 
to 
other 
latitudes, startled citizens are 
likely 
to flood police swit­ 
chboards with anxious calls. 
Scientists have found the play 
of lights intensifies during sun­ 
spot activity. 
As the sun 
revolves on its axis, it throws off 
streams of electrified particles 
that sweep millions of miles into 
space. 
When these streams 
shower the earth’s atmosphere, 
the particles — traveling at 
speeds estimated at 400 to 600 
miles a second — are drawn 
toward the magnetic poles. 
The collision of these high- 
energy electrons and protons 
with atoms of ratified air in the 
upper atmosphere creates the 
colorful auroras. Molecules of 
nitrogen and hydrogen emit 
violet, blue or red hues, while 
oxygen produces green and red. 
Telescopes, rockets, jet planes 
and satellite have been used to 
probe these airborne ribbons of 
color. Now geophysicists think 
the trans-Alaska pipeline may 
become an instrument reflec­ 
ting the voltage of the aurora 
borealis.
